SHOOK —THE PROPHET. 


Political propheU are not considered 


to be infallible. Bgt (here is one nan 
who has won distinction in that line. 
Early in the canvass of 1876 Sheridan 
Shook predicted thai the nominee of 
the Cincinnati Convention wonld either 
be Blaine or a dark horse, and that' dark 
horse wonld be Hayes. There is no 
mistake about this, for a reference to 
the files of (he New Yotk Herald shows 
that he said it in an interview. Now he 
comes before the public and says, with- 
out any dark horae qualification, that 
Senator Blaine will be nominated, and 
gives many reasons, which seem plausi- 
ble, for his belief. 


There is one problem, however, which 


Mr. Shook wonld find to puzzle him 
however good he inay be at prophesy. 
What will the Democrats do in case Mr. 
Blaine sbonld be the Bepnblican candi- 
date? They know and acknowledge his 
popularity with the masses.

NEW RAILWAYS. 


Tl-e men who built the Nevada Cen- 


tral railroad hare organized to bnild the 
Nevada Northern and Nevada Southern. 
The object of the former is to build u 
road from Battle Mountain to Oregon 
and Idaho, with Robert L. S. Hall as 
President and Lymau Biidges as Chief 
Engineer. This railvay will pass thro' 
some of the richest mining districts and 
a good agricultural country. The South- 
ern is to bnild south of Austin to Oranta- 
ville, Columbus and Silver Peak, with 
Gen. Jaa. H. Ledlie as President, R. L. 
S. Hall as Treasurer and Lyraan Bridges 
as Chief Engineer. This forms an im- 
portant link in the line from the Colo- 
orado to the Columbia. 


Changes in the imposition of Pub- 


lic Land**. 


The Public Lands Commission will 


recommend the classification of public I 
lands into five general classes: Arable, 
irrigable, pasturage, timber and min- 
eral. It will also recommend the repeal 
of the pre-emption law on the ground 
that its chief use now is to large indi- 
vidual holdings. The commission will 
probably supplement it by another, 
making public arable lands disposable 
under 
the 
Homestead 
laws. 


The commission may recommend that a 
limit be put upon the amount of irriga- 
bie land which one person may bny; 
that the land be sold at twenty-five cents 
per acre; one fifth to be paid down and 
the rest at the end of three years, and 
and that no patents to such lauds be is- 
eued until it is shown that a specific sum 
per acre—say $2—has been expended 
on its reclamation. Pasturage lulicls, 
will comprise untinobered and new min- 
eral lands not arable or ciptible of irii.- 
gation, The commission will probably 
recommend that the quantity one per- 
son may buy be not limited and the 
price graduated nsfollows. All land sold 
prior to January 1886,at the rate of $1.25 
an acre; all land sold from that date to 
January 1890, to be sold at $1 an 
acre; after that date lands remaining to 
be sold at seventy-five cents an acre, 
•with a redaction of twelve and a half 
cents per acre every three years until 
th; minimum price of twelve and a half 
cents is reached. 
Pasture lands shall 


be open to homestead settlement, no one 
entry to comprise more than 2,560 
acres. It will probably recojimeud that 
colonies of twenty or more families may 
enter homesteads either on arable, irri- 
gable or pasturago lands, and lay out a 
rillago near the center of the tract.

The National Conventions. 


All the National Conventions fir the 


nomination of candidates for the Presi- 
dency and Vice Presidency are to be 
held in June. Two of them will be 
held in the early part of the month in 
Chicago—the third in the latter part of 
the month in Cincinnati. Tho dates 
are 11= follows: Republican, Chicago, 
June 2d; Greenback-Labor, 
Chicago, 


June 9th, and Democrats, Cincinnati, 
June 22d. There is some historical 
significance in the places chosen, at 
least iu two instances. James Buchanan 
was nominated by the Democratic Con- 
vention held in Cincinnati iu 1856. 
Lincoln was nominited by the Republi- 
can Convention neld at Chicago iu 1860. 
Lincoln wa« the first of the line of Re- 
publican Presidents «ho have since held 
the reins of Government. J times Bu- 
chanan was the last of the Democratic 
Presidents who, with a few interrup- 
tions, enjoyed so long a lease of power.

is now attracting general attention, and 
as the prosecution of the enterprise is 


j definitely decided upon, we give below 
[ some facts and figures connected with 
I this important work, which, though not 
'deiived from'official souicen, are, we 
| believe, in the main, correct and reliable.

extension will stait from 
the 


Huui'd House, a aiiiull station of the 
mam road, midway between Virginia 
and Carson, and will run southward 
through Dayton and skirting Sutrp, un- 


i til Walker Lake is 'eached. Its length 
will be fifty-four to &nty miltu, and be 


I of uniform gauge witn the mam line— 
i four feet, eight and a half inches—«ame 
as the m.ijoritj of i.iilroads throughout 
the United States. 


The entire length of the' road will be 


laid wito steel rails, of 56 pounds weight 
for steep graden (about eight miles) and 
45 pounds weight for the balance of the 
mute. The cost of tlie rails alone, de- 
livered at Mound House, will be about 
§400,000. 1'ish plates and spikes will 
cost at least SpOO.OOO more. Rails have 
moie than doubled in price within the 
past six mouths. Redwood ties will be 
used, costing about seventy cents each. 
Several 
bridges, 
crossing the East 


Walker river, Hill have to be built, at 
considerable expense. Oregon pine and 
reilwoud will be used in their coustruc- 


j turn, valued at $45 per 1000. 


I 
'flic io.ul will run through a good 
| agiictiltnr.il couutiy, and doubtless se- 
cuiu a laige ttade from Wadsworth and 
Masuii Valley and adjacent country. 
Grading will form a large item of ex- 
ptiise. 
One thousand laborers will 


. piobably be employed. We trust, how- 
' evei, that none will infer from the above 
statement that there will be any need of 
importing sncn labor from California or 
other points outside of the State. 
The 


supply here will, doubtless, be fully 
equal to the demand. Many incidental 
items, such as fencing, station buildings, 
side tracks, warehouses, lolling -stock, 
etc., will swell the expenses of con- 
struction, which, in the aggregate, will 
not fa)! short of two million dollars. The 
steepest grades will be 116 feet to the 
mile, and the general average aboi.t 25 
feet. 


We understand that James Oliver is 


Chief Engineer in ch»rge, ami Mr. H. 
M. Yenugton, the Vice President and 
General Superintendent of the Virginia 
and Truckee Railroad will, of course, 
act as Gener.-l Manager and Superin- 
tendent of Construction. The ties and 
lails have beeft ordered and will ahoitly 
anive. 


Active work will probably be begun 


\tithin the nest four weeks, and the en- 
terprise rapidly pushed to its comple- 
tion. Its construction will bo of great 
benefit to Nevada and our people gener- 
ally and to some extent to California in- 
dustries as well. The rates of freight 
will be considerably icduced fw>m pres- 
ent figures for shipments to Bodie and 
other points. A large amount of money 
will be put into circulation; labor will 
be employed and trade stimulated. Its 
completion will, we trust, have a mark- 
ed effect in reviving business and prove 
the inauguration of better times for Ne 
vada.

FEARS OF AN OUTBREAK 


SAN FRANCISCO. 


IN 


SAS PBAHCISCO, Feb. 26.—The city is 


threatened with grave danger. A riot 
may break out at any moment. Efficient 
means have been provided to deal vig- 
orously and mercilessly with the sand- 
lotters. Four hundred policemen, well 
drilled and thoroughly instructed, are 
ready at a nomnnl's notice. From the 
National Guard Companies nave been 
selected with great care, who can be re- 
lied npon to obey orders. The Citizens 
Cornniittefe is a secret but powerful or- 
ganization, and is hard at work. The 
Federivl forces in garrison nt the Pres- 
idio nnd the bay frtita are ready to co- 
operate with the civil authorities. 


If a conflict begins it will result in the 


speedy death of Kearney and every ether 
prominent lender of the sand-loiters—if 
they can be fonnd. 


Kearney, \Vellock, Kalloch and Gan- 


non are well aware of this. What Kear- 
ney said on Tuesday night about the 
probabilities of his death is generally 
believed here to bo based npon tangible 
facts.

This line 
of action is daugurous, in view of the 
excited state of the public mind, and 
may result in provoking the other side 
into some action that will bring about 
a collision. ludced, that is, perhaps, 
at present the greatest source of danger.

Changes in Mining Laws. 


It is reported that the Public Lands 


Commission will recommend changes in 
the mining laws, among them the fol- 
lowing: The time during which ft pros- 
pector *>r discoverer shall be able to 
hold his claim by possessor)' title shall 
be fixed and limited by law; that all 
iocal organizations nnd regulations re- 
specting mining titles shall be abolished 
and the sole jnrisdiction of all ques- 
tions relating thereto be reserved by the 
United Stales; that the "lode location," 
which permits a discoverer to follow 
a lode any distance in any direction, 
whether within the boundaries of his 
suiface location or not, be repealed; that 
hereafter every mining eUim shall com- 
prise a certain number of feet in breadth 
and length on the surface, end that sub- 
terranean property rights shall not ex- 
tend beyond the surface boundary, as 
thus fixed. 


It is quite probable that the commis- 


sion may refrain for the present from 
making any recommendation as to the 
area which each location may comprise. 
It will recommend that the system of 
official survey and mineral inspection, 
be adopted to prevent blackmail and 
robbery and to obviate the necessity of
